Protestants 
distinguish between Ministers and 
Priests, only one Denominatior claim- 
ing to have any sort of a priesthood, 
but all the others making use of 
Ministers, most of whom are set apart 
by some sort of “Ordination” service.

Protestantism, in 
spite of its doctrine of individual in- 
terpretation of the Bible and Private 
Judgment, finds it necessary to have 
Ministers to preach the Word and 
exercise other religious functions. 
They are right in claiming that any 
properly educated person could do 
these things. But only power super- 
naturally conferred can perform sup- 
ernatural actions, administer other 
Sacraments than baptism. Having 
lost the Sacraments (all except Bap- 
tism) it is not strange that non-Cath- 
olics fail to recognize the necessity 
of a Priesthood to administer them.

Please give me a short sketch 
of St. Jude. Was he married? 

St. Jude or Thaddeus as he is 
sometimes called was an apostle 
of Our Lord. Being a brother 
of St. James the less, he with his 
brothers, S. Simon, later Bis- 
hop of Jerusalem and Joal, were 
styled “brethren of the Lord,” 
since they were the sons of 
Cleophas and Mary, a relative 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 

St. Jude was known for his 
contempt for all things worldly 
and for the ardor and zeal that 
characterized his labors. He 
preached the gospel in Judea, 
Samaria, Syria and especially in 
Mesopatamia. The details of his: 
death are not clear. Some ac- 
counts picture him as being tied 
to the cross and slowly dying 
from arrow wounds inflicted by 
his fiendish torturers. It is not |} 
certain whether his martyrdom 
took place in Persia or Armenia. 

St. Jude was married before 
he was called to become an apos- 
tle of the Saviour. Like St. 
Peter he could say in all gener- 
osity and sincerity: “Master we 
have left all things to follow 
Thee.” Eusebius records that 
two grandsons of St. Jude, who 
tilled a few acres, were accused 
by the Jews of being Christiana. 
They were brought before Dom- 
itian who, being impressed by 
their courageous faith and 
charming simplicity dismissed 
them. It is stated further that 
these men upon returning home 
were promoted to the priest- 
hood. 

Why did so many leave the 
true church to follow such men 
as Luther, Calvin and others? 

Our Divine Savior warned 
His followers that there would 
arise false Christs and false 
prophets seeking to deceive even 
the elect. Luther began his at- 
tack upon the Church during a 
period of unprecedented unrest 
and discontent.
